SUBJ: SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE ON CYPRUS

1 . FOURTH SESSION OF SECURITY COUNCIL DEBATE ON CPYRUS 
OPENED MORNING OF SEPTEMBER 2 WITH BRIEF REMARKS BY 
CYPRIOT FOREIGN MINISTER CHRISTOPHIDES. HE READ SEPTEMBER 1 
REUTERS STORY QUOTING A TURKISH CYPRIOT SPOKESMAN TO THE 
EFFECT THAT VAROSHA IS AN INTERNAL MATTER OF THE TFSC AND 
THAT "ALTHOUGH NO FAMILIES WILL BE MOVING IN TODAY, THEY 
WILL DO SO AS SOON AS THE NECESSARY REPAIR WORK IS 
COMPLETED ON THE BUILDINGS THEY ARE TO OCCUPY." THIS 
NEWS BULLETIN WAS FOLLOWED BY STATEMENTS FROM CANADA, 

VENEZUELA AND PANAMA. CANADIANS TOOK BALANCED APPROACH 
WITH EMPAHSIS ON NEED FOR RESUMED NEGOTIATIONS. 

VENEZUELANS CAREFULLY AVOIDED GIVING ANY INDICATION WHICH 
SIDE THEY MIGHT COME DOWN ON. PANAMANIAN AMBASSADOR 
STRONGLY SUPPORTED GREEK CYPRITOS IN STATEMENT WHICH 
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WAS NOTABLE PRINCIPALLY BECAUSE IT WAS HIS FIRST IN 
RECENT MEMORY TO CONTAIN NO REFERENCE TO THE PANAMA 
CANAL. IN ABSENCE OF FURTHER SPEAKERS, PRESIDENT 
ADJOURNED MEETING UNTIL TUESDAY. 

2. IN CAUCUS BEFORE SC MEETING, WESTERN FIVE 
AMBASSADORS AGREED TO PRESENT TO GREEKS, TURKS AND 
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INDIANS A RATHER WEAK WORKING PAPER, IN RESSOLUTION 
FORM, WHICH HAD BEEN DRAWN UP BY THEIR STAFFS. TEXT 
WAS PRESENTED NOT AS A COUNTER-PROPOSAL TO INDIAN 
DRAFT (REFTEL B), BUT AS WESTERN FIVE IDEA OF ELEMENTS 
WHICH MIGHT BE ACCEPTABLE TO PARTIES AND MAJORITY OF 
COUNCIL. WHILE PROMISING FULLER REACTION 
ASTER STUDY OF TEXT, CHRISTOPHIDES SEEMED RELIEVED 
THAT WESTERN FIVE WERE NOW CONSIDERING RESOLUTION, AND 
OFFERED SEVERAL MINOR SUGGESTIONS FOR CHANGES. IN 
MIDST OF PRESENTING DRAFT TO AMBASSADOR TURKMEN, NEW 
INSTRUCTIONS ARRIVED FROM ANKARA TO EFFECT THAT 
TURKMEN WAS NOT TO ACCEPT ANY RESOLUTION, WHATEVER THE 
TEXT. IF THERE WERE A RESOLUTION, ANKARA WARNED, IT 
WOULD MEAN THE END OF THE INTER-COMMUNAL TALKS. 

3. NONALIGNED MEMBERS MET AGAIN AFTER COUNCIL SESSION 
AND DECIDED (1) THAT IN LIGHT OF THE TURKISH POSITION, 
NONALIGNED WOULD NOT PURSUE FURTHER THEIR EFFORTS TO 
DRAFT A RESOLUTION, AND (2) TO ASK THE COUNCIL 
PRESIDENT TO EXPLORE THE POSSIBILITY OF A CONSENSUS 
STATEMENT. MEANWHILE, FIVE WERE CAUCUSING SEPARATELY 
AND AGREED ON REVISED DRAFT RESOLUTION INCORPORATING 
SOME SUGGESTIONS OFFERED EARLIER BY BOTH GREEKS AND 
TURKS (TEXT SENT SEPTEL). INDUAL CAPACITY AS 

COUNCIL PRESIDENT AND MEMBER OF FIVE, FRG AMBASSADOR 
VON WECHMAR THEN CALLED IN SEPARATELY TURKS. GREEK 
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CYPRIOTS AND GREEKS. IN PRESENCE OF OTHER FIVE, 

VON WECHMAR TOLD EACH GROUP OF DECISION OF NONALIGNED, 
HANDED OVER REVISED WESTERN FIVE WORKING PAPER, AND 
ELICITED REACTIONS. 

4. TURKMEN SAID HIS INSTRUCTIONS WERE CATEGORICAL 
AND THAT HE DIDNOT EXPECT THEM TO CHANGE. IN URGING 
TURKISH CONSIDERATION OF WESTERN FIVE DRAFT. VON WECHMAR 
EMPHASIZED THAT ANY CONSENSUS STATEMENT WOULD HAVE TO BE 
MUCH STRONGER IN ITS SUBSTANCE THAN PRESENT RESOLUTION. 
(ARGUMENT IS THAT GREEKS WOULD BE MAKING MAJOR CON 
CESSION IN GIVING UP RESOLUTION AND OUGHT TO BE RE- 
WARDED WITH STRONG STATEMENT. ALSO, LESS FORMAL MEDIUM 
OF STATEMENT TRADITIONALLY ALLOWS COUNCIL TO EXPRESS 
ITSELF MORE CLEARLY - AND IN THIS CASE MORE POINTEDLY - 
THAN WHEN REACHING DECISION IN RESOLUTION FORM.) 

TURKMEN AGREED TO REPORT BACK TO ANKARA. 

5. OBVIOUSLY SHAKEN BY NONALIGNED DECISION, CHRISTOPHIDES 
SHARPLY CRITICIZED WESTERN FIVE DRAFT AS TOO WEAK. 

HE NOTED HE HAD EARLIER SUGGESTED AMENDMENTS TO 
STRENGTHEN INDIAN DRAFT. CHRISTOPHIDES REJECTED 
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IDEA OF A PRESIDENTIAL STATEMENT, ARGUING EMOTIONALLY 
THAT REACTION IN CYPRUS WOULD BE SUCH THAT PROSPECTS 
FOR INTER-COMMUNAL TALKS WOULD BE DESTROYED. HE 
INDICATED HE WOULD BE TALKING FURTHER WITH THE 
NONALIGNED. 

6. COMMENT: ALL WE CAN DO NOW IS LET THE PARTIES 
STEW OVER THE WEEKEND AND SEE IF THEIR INSTRUCTIONS 
TUESDAY MORNING LEAVE AN OPENING FOR AN AGREED 
OUTCOME. WE THINK BEST RESULT WOULD BE TURKISH 
ACCEPTANCE OF WEAK DRAFT RESOLUTION WE HAVE GOTTEN 
THE FIVE TO SPONSOR. FIVE (PARTICULARLY FRENCH AND 
BRITISH) ARE NOW DRIFTING TOWARD CONCLUSION THAT 
GREEKS 'DESERVE" A RESOLUTION, ESPECIALLY IF IT CAN 
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BE KEPT AS INNOCOUS AS PRESENT DRAFT. WE HAD 
EFFECTIVELY HELD IN THE LINE FOR A CONSENSUS STATEMENT 
UNTIL TURKMEN UNDERCUT US YESTERDAY WITH HIS SEEMING 
ACCEPTANCE OF THE INEVITABILITY OF A RESOLUTION. 

SINCE IT NOW APPEARS WE ARE WITHIN STRIKING DISTANCE 
OF AGREEMENT ON THE PRESENT WEAK DRAFT RESOLUTION, 
MANY ON THE COUNCIL WILL REACT BADLY IF TURKEY 
ATTEMPTS TO "DICTATE” TO THE COUNCIL THE FORM OF ITS 
DECISION. IF THE TURKS STAND FIRM AGAINST A 
RESOLUTION, WE WILL MAKE A TRY AT A STATEMENT, BUT 
WE SUSPECT THE TURKS MIGHT LIKE EVEN LESS THE KIND 
OF STATEMENT WHICH WOULE EMERGE FROM THE COUNCIL IN 
THE PRESENT ATMOSPHERE.
